Louisville, Ky., September 20.- — While the Ken- 
tucky Endurance Stakes, at four miles, to lie de- 
ided October 7 at Churchill Downs, stands forth 
s the star feature of the eighteen-days fall meet- 
ing. ticre art 1 other great races of more than average 
interest. 

The overnight races will lie specially notable for 
the high class horses contesting ill the top price 
idling races. A1 Muller. High Private. Adams Ex- 
press, Prince fjal, Stare. Rogon. Sticker. Sir Cleges, 
Colonel Asbmeade, ltighteasy, I’ajaroita. Belle Clem 
mil Angelas are sure to go in a number of these 
races. There are many of the same class yet to 
ouie from Lexington, Canada and elsewhere, but 
these are mentioned liecause they are already quar- 
t. red at the Downs. 

A1 Muller has been working unusually well and he 
acts as if he can stay as well as sprint. Age appal' 
litl.v lias improved this son of Sorcerer, llis legs 
inok unusually sound. High Private looks as lit 
as hands eau make him. He has all his speed. 

There is not a horse named above that is not 
training well, so ii is a certainty that some of 
the selling races will be highly attractive. 

Parduer. a two-year-old that Loll Johnson tmught 
from S. C. Hildreth, impresses the work-watchers as 
i youngster of more than average class. He seem- 
ingly is aide to run in any sort of going and, while 
lie has brilliant speed, he acts as if he is a stayer. 

As the $10,000 Worth came ou the track at the 
Downs Monday, the railbirds, with one voice, 
honied: "There come a horse.” While trainer 

Frank Taylor had the colt on the track. Worth was 
the center of all eyes. He appears stouter than lie 
did last spring. Worth is a poor work horse and to 
get liis best effort it is necessary that lie he carried 
dong by some fast performer. Trainer Taylor, 
uiwcver, works him alone, as ho does not care 
o make a practice of working an older horse With 
him and he does not want Worth to "kill off" his

cck. thinks Worth will win the Kentucky Derby 
next spring. 

Edward Jasper, acting racing secretary of the 
Louisville Racing Association, today announced the 
weights for the St. Leger Handicap, at one mile 
and one-sixteenth, to be run next Monday, the open 
jug day of the eighteen-days’ meeting. Herkimer 
is asked to carry top weight of 122 pounds. Count- 
less is accorded second honor with 11S pounds, while 
Kauutleroy is given 110 pounds. This race was first 
run in 1875, when King Alfonso, famed later as a 
die, was the winner, it was then a race for three- 
yenr-olds. It was discontinued in 1N!I2. Its last 
"winner was Semper Rex. Last year the Louisville 
Racing Association revived the event as an all-aged 
lace, when it was won by the noted mare. King’s 
Daughter.

Peter Wimmer will not move his horses from 
Douglas park during the coming meeting here, but 
lie changed llis stable today at the latter place, 
moving into the barn vacated l>y C. C. \ an Meter, 
who went to the Downs several days ago. 

Among the early arrivals for the coining meeting 
is It. Ellison, who won Hie Kentucky Derby ill 
1903 with Judge Himes. 

Frank Smith arrived from St. Louis with three 
1 wo-vear olds, which he quartered at Douglas Park. 
They are all maidens and were bred by Barney 
Schreilier. two of the lot being by Sain. 

Stalls are bedded down for the reception of the 
horses trained by Henry McDaniel, which are ex 
pected to arrive at Churchill Downs within the next 
twenty-four hours. Mr. McDaniel will leave Is'xiug 
ton before the meeting ends there. The hest iu his 
stable are Polls, King Broomstick. Embracer and 
the crack California two-year-olil. Anion. 

.Tockev Herman Kaiser, a Louisville boy. is now 
with It." F. Carman's stable, he having left his form- 
er employer. Thomas Hatfield, in Canada the past 
summer. On account of threatening lung trouble 
Kaiser fears he earned make the trip with Mr. Car- 
man to England, and he will probably seek a posi- 
tion with some stable going to Mexico to race, as 
he believes the climate there will he beneficial to 
him. 



London. September 4. — Tlie York meeting fur- 
nished all of interest that was to lie expected and 
the Derby meeting of this week promises sport of 
a character sufficient to whet the appetite of race 
goers for the greater excitements of St. Leger week 
at Doncaster. Quite the sensation of the first day 
at Volk was the unexpected defeat of tlie flying 
filly, I.ady Americus, in the Prince of Wales Plate 
by laird Falmouth's Merry Maiden, a daughter of 
the great racer Xinfaudel and Wise Virgin. I.ady 
Americus carried 131 itntinds to 11(1 on the winner, 
but was expected to win in a canter and was a great 
favorite at 9 to 4 on. She led to the distance with- 
out showing the remarkable speed with which she 
ran away from distinguished opponents in the Coven 
try Stakes at Ascot, and succumbed quickly when 
challenged by Merry Maiden. A11 explanation for 
this unexpected collapse was afforded shortly after 
the race, when a high fever gave proof that she 
was a sick horse when sent to the post. She was 
iu a bail way all night, but was saved by assiduous 
attention, and may make amends later on. Merry 
Maiden’s success was not the only one falling to 
Lord Falmouth that day, his lieautiful three-year-old 
filly Alice defeating Persephone. Forest i.assie and 
Arctic Belle in the Yorkshire Oaks, hut only in a 
head finish with Persephone, to which she was giv- 
ing ten pounds. 

The Eiior Handicap, formerly tlie “Great" Ebor, 
lias long been the most important rare on the York 
program in the sense that it lias attracted liigh- 
elass handicap horses and lieen the medium of 
much ante-post liettiug. The candidates most fan- 
cied prior to and on tlie day of the race had noth- 
ing to do with the finish, the winner turning up 
in tlie lot) to 12 chance, Pillo. carrying 121 pounds, 
with last year’s winner, Claretoi. at 25 to 1. second, 
and W. Aster's Mirndor third, there being seventeen 
runners. Pillo is a well known good race horse, 
but was supposed to he hopelessly broken down a 
year ago, and his rejuvenation is a striking exam- 
ple of the skillful trainers' art in its highest order. 
The rich Great Yorkshire Stakes furnished Stod 
fast with another triumph, but Pietri was second 
and ran rucli a good race as to suggest that he 
possesses an outside chance of reaping St. Leger 
honors. The famous Gimcniek Stakes for two-year 
olds had a sensational ending. Mr. II. I*. Whit- 
ney's strapping colt. Flanders, made the running 
until well into the straight and was then paused 
by Cylgad and Lomond. Cylgad was first by a 
neck, hut had so seriously bumped and impeded 
Lomond that he was forthwith disqualified, the race 
going to Lomond with Flanders second and Now- 
minster II. third. It thus follows that the Man- 
chester turfman. Mr. E. llultoa, will have the high 
privilege of expounding his views of what will best 
promote the welfare of the turf when the annual 
Glmerack dinner comes off next December. It. 
was thought Mr. J. B. Keene’s Cataract would 
start for this race, hut he was not present, and is 
in reserve for the rieli stakes of the thr ee autumn 
meetings at Newmarket. 

Ante-post betting on the Sc. Leger i‘ marly alto- 
gether confined lo King William. Lycaou and Prince 
Palatine, although a few other candidates have occa- 
sionally lieen backed moderately. King William 
lias lieen steadily the favorite ever since Sunstar 
was declared, but both Lycaon and Prince P.ilatine 
have sturdy and iiersistent backing. There arc not 
luckiug good judges who assert both will defeat 
King William. In the way of other events to lie 
decided in the near future, it may be said that 
there is much expectation that IL P. Whitney’s long 
run of adverse fortune will lie broken by Whisk 
Broom in the $5,000 Peveril of the Peak Plate at 
Derby next Friday. Whisk Broom is known to be 
in grand form, and although he is high weight 
at 126 pounds, the easy Derby course is greatly 
in liis favor, and no horse ill tlie race possesses a 
greater chance. 

Racing is rapidly making headway in Brazil, not 
only iu Rio de Janeiro, hut at San Paulo. Up to a 
few years ago Brazil bought all her bloodstock from 
France, lint now owners and breeders come to t liis 
country for it, as the fountain head of the thor- 
oughbred. Among tlie* horses so imported that have 
turned out successful may tie mentioned a colt by 
Nabot — Southern Queen, which lias accounted for 
five of the seven races in which lie has taken part. 
Among others exported from this country is Sunrise, 
by Sundridge, sent out alxuit two months ago. aud 
this week have been shipped per the S.S. Horace 
tlie following two-year-olds: Wolfcleugh, by Wolf’s 

Crag, out of Raliley Belle: a coll liy Merry Fox, out 
of Kendal Flash; Badge, by Veles, out of Emerald, 
and a filly by Santoi, out of Begonia, this lot being 
part of a shipping order for ten two-year-olds. So 
far tlie Brazilians cannot aspire to t lie* iiig prices 
current in the Argentine, hut then* is little doubt 
that iu I lie course of a few years Brazilian breeders 
will acquire high-priced stock as their neighbors do. 

There will Is* no Calcutta Derby sweepstakes next 
year, nor ever again, so far as the public is con- 
cerned. News comes from India that the Calcutta 
Turf Club has decided to restrict in future its gigan- 
tic Derby and St. Leger sweepstakes to its own 
members, a mere roomful, compared with the thou- 
sands of ticket-holders in the past. The first prize 
for t liis year’s Derby reached tlie handsome sum 
of over $250,000. and the second and third prizes 
were large enough to keep in comparative affluence 
those who were fortunate enough to win them. 
Tlie change of policy lias been dictated by the pub- 
licity which those sweeps have obtained, not in 
India, but in this country. The club lias announced, 
in effect, that whereas native journals let tlie sweep 
go unnoticed, newspapers here at home lia<l become 
inclined to indulge in some sensationalism at the 
club’s expense. 

Tlie Sundown Park Eclipse Stakes of $50,000 closed 
on July 25 with an entry of 230 for its twenty-sev- 
enth renewal in 1914. As usual, most of the prin- 
cipal patrons of the English turf are represented, 
and the race has lieen liberally patronized also by 
American and French owners. llis majesty lias suli- 
scribed with three, namely, a bay colt. 3, by Spear- 
mint — Guinea Hen. the dam of I’intadeau; Annier, 
bay colt, 4. by Florizei IL. out of the same mare, 
and a bay colt 4. by Spearmint — Laodamia. 

Tlie stallion Riverstowu met with an accident in 
his box 011 Sunday morning, and. having broken liis 
leg. it was found necessary to destroy him. lie was 
bred in 1K90 by C. Hannan, of Kiilticun. Westmeath, 
and on being purchased by E. \Y. Robinson, in* was 
sent to England in 1903. where he sired numerous 
sliow ring winners, a few steeplechasers (notably 
Lord Rivers), and some show ring jumpers. Rivers- 
town. which was by Ascetic, out of Deodar, had lieen 
to the show rings ail over England with conspicuous 
success, and was, owing to liis pedigree, a popular 
sire among the breeders of hunters. 

Tlie three-year-old filly. Coronation, by Isinglass 
— Sceptre, which was liought at tin* recent sale of 
Sir William Bass' horses for 1.050 guineas by 
Signor Teslo. carried her new owner’s colors with 
success in Italy a week ago. winning the Frewio 
Mergozzo at a mile and a quarter. 

Since the table of winning owners with stable 
earnings of $15,000 or more was last published one 
addition was made to the list. Sir IL Waldie Griffith 
being the one to qualify. Otherwise the only 
changes have lieen in the way of gains and earn- 
ings here and there. Lord Derby now leads by a 
comfortable margin, aud J. B. Joel is even more 
firmly intrenched in second place, these plac 
lugs lieing likely to remain undisturbed to tlie close

Toronto, Ont., Septemlier 20.- — Tlie numerous ar- 
rivals. the training gallops of the horses already 
stabled and the thousand and one preparations for 
the opening of the Ontario Jockey Club's fall meet- 
ing make busy and interesting scenes at Woodbine 
these days. The truck is iu the best of order, as 
testified by half-mile gallops faster than iu 50 sec- 
onds. 

The steeplechase course, which includes two new 
jumps, was open for schooling yesterday, and will 
also lie open tomorrow. The new jumps are a brush 
fence iu the center and a water jump on the back 
stretch. The brush will lie the first jump in the 
two and one-half miles’ course. Tlie other obstacle 
consists of twelve feet of water and a hedge three 
feet high. 

The best miles yesterday were by the Valley 
Farm Stable's Denham and Comm. da. in 1 :43$, aud 
by J. E. Seagram's Rockville in 1:44. 

Tlie Yailey Farm Stable's two-year-old White 
Caps put in a half mile in 493. and Itockspring in 
50 seconds. I'owderman went a mile ill 1 :44. 

From the Thornclitic string. Rose Lawrence did 
three-quarters in 1:1s!, Stalmore and Ccsarpeia a 
half in 50*. Frolic went a mile in 1:47! and Fair 
Annie in 1:52. Flower Girl did a half in 49* and 
three-quarters in 1:16$. 

A Itiert Simons sent Emerald Isle and Jawbone a 
half in 49*. while Moisaut and Eton Blue did three- 1 
quarters in 1:18$. Wrap went in 1:18$ and Stilly 
Night and Lahore in 1:17$. 

Iiavrock, one of .1. E. Seagram's King's Plate 
eiigildes. worked a mile in 1 :4S$. and Itotiert 
Cooper did tlie same. Theo Cook ami the two-year- 
eld Elina reeled off three-eighths in 30$ seconds. 
G. M- Ilemlrie's Steamboat did a half mile in 51$. 
Mr. Glddings’ Ondramou put in five-eighths in 
1 :03$, which was only a fifth of a second slower 
than My Gal's work. 

Tlie William Garth. G. It. Tompkins, Mrs. L. A. 
Livingston, E. W. Heffner. It. T. McKeever, W. G. 
Kiug-Di idds. J. W. Burttschell, A. G. Blakeley. T. 
It. Conilran. W. F. Prcsgrave and Bevcrwyck stable 
horses were among yesterday’s arrivals. 

Starter Dade's assistants are at Woodbine for 
the purpose of schooling horses at tlie starting har- 
rier. and trainers are exjK*cted to take advantage of 
their opportunities, so that no unschooled horses 
shall be sent to tlie post during race week. 

KEENE HORSES READY FOR RACING. 

New York. September 20. — The horses at Graves- 
end and Sheepshead Bay tracks are going right 
along in their work for Ijiurel and Pimlico. The 
older division of the Keene string — Illlarioas and 
Sweep — have been doing miles in 1 :40, and show by 
the way they do it that they are only a few good 
moves from their good racing form. 

Hilarious takes kindly to liis work. All bis fast 
work has been done under a strong pull. 

Tlie two-year-olds in tlie stable should race well 
this fall, as they have been alternately trained and 
rested during the summer, which gave them a 
chance to grow and spread considerably. During 
the hot spell they were given their exercise in the 
large paddock ailjoiniDg the stable. 

The two colts. Neverland and Hook, are a grand 
looking pair. The former has siiown speed in plent.t 
in his yearling trials and during the summer. The 
fillies Promised Land and the half sister to Mas- 
kette. Playmate, are smart going youngsters. 

S. (’. Ilildreth lias not let up on liis string, and 
lie doesn't intend to let them eat their heads off 
while there is racing at Baltimore and Laurel. His 
horses show a great deal of improvement since they 
came hack from Canada. It is Mr .Hildreth's in- 
tention lo do some racing the coming winter, in- 
stead of laying up liis string, as he did last winter. 

Con Leighton's colt. Vigorous, has been doing 
work which will make him ready for Pimlico. Jack 
McGinnis is busy with Cu Bon and Boh Vernon, 
getting them ready for the fail campaign. It is 
more than likely that “Lucky Jack” will also try 
winter racing. 

Frank Regan has his old horse. Ardri. in splen- 
did condition, and one week’s good work should 
make him ready for a giMMl race. 

Eddie Phelan, who is training the Quincy stable, 
has Everett looking in tin* la*st of condition, and he 
should race this fall as well as he did last season, 
when lie won the Bowie Handicap at Pimlico. 

James Biute's horses have lieen showing constant 
improvement since he came from Windsor. They 
are now taking up their gallops every morning. 

J. P. Mayberry, who is training the Marrone 
string at Gravesend, has all liis horses well within 
themselves as far as being close to form is con 
cerned. A few stiff moves will make them ready 
to race in their best form. Old St. Joseph never 
looked better tlian he does now. Trainer Mayberry 
will ship bis string to Laurel. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Latonia at present is almost devoid of horses, 
there hardly being fifteen at that track. All the 
stables which summered there have either siiipiied 
to Ixixington or to Churchill Downs. 

At tin* Western meeting at Ayr. Scotland, yester- 
day. II. P. Whitney’s liny colt Evening Star, by 
Hamburg — Vespers, won the Craigengillan Plate of 
103 sovereigns for two-year-olds at flve-eigliths. 
with Fair Beauty second and the Jebba filly third. 
Seven ran. 

Judge Charles F. Price, who accompanied M. J. 
Winn to Mexico City recently, is impressed with the 
racing possibilities of the Mexican capital. He is 
quoted as follows: “Mexico City is charming. It 

is a pity that tin* American people know so little of 
Mexico. Yon cannot get from books that which you 
get from observation. I was surprised and delight 
eil. That which impressed me most was tlie cosmo- 
politan feature. Riding through the country one 
sees tin* pinirer people, but once you are in the 
Mexican capital you behold splendor and elegance 
and then get a true idea of tlie quality of the Mex- 
ican people. The temperature varies only about 10 
degrees, ranging lietween 0!) and 70. "There are 
great tilings iu store for Mexico.” 

FEARS GITTINS BILL WILL PASS. 

Albany. N. Y., September 20. — Opponents of the 
Gittins bill, relieving directors of racing associa- 
tions from liability for betting at the tracks, today 
expressed tlie fear that it will pass. 

Tlie Rev. O. It. Miller, state superintendent of 
the New York Civic League, said: 

“It now looks as though tlie race track people 
have us beaten. There seems to he a bipartisan com- 
bination between tin* Republicans and Democrats 
to pass this hill, just as there was a bipartisan 
combination last year to defeat the direct primary 
bill. It is evident that tin* political bosses of both 
tin* Republican and Democratic parties have ar- 
ranged this bipartisan compact and it looks like 
they have us beaten by one or possibly two votes.’’ 

One of former Governor Hughes' staunchest snp- 
imrters in liis campaign for the passage of tlie 
Hart-Agnew and Aguew-Perkins measures admitted 
t liis afternoon that it was quite likely that the 
legislature would pass tlie Gittins bill next week. 
The opiMiiients of tin* hill, according to this mail, are 
almost ready to give up tin* fight, but will struggle 
011 a hit longer. They are hopeful that Governor 
Dix will not lend liis approval to tlie measure in the 
event of its passage. 



DISAGREE WITH THE JUDGE 

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION AS TO WINNER OP 
RACE AT LEXINGTON. 



Raleigh P. D. Officially Pronounced Winner, Whila 
Many Think Princess Callaway Finished First- 
Ken tucky Association Patronage Grows, 



Lexington, Ky., September 20. — Barring a differ- 
ence of opinion between the judges aud a large 
proportion of the spectators as to the placing at the 
finish of the fifth race, today's sport was highly 
enjoyable. The fifth race was a handicap at three- 
quarters of a mile, in which the starters were 
Quartermaster. Princess Callaway. Raleigh P. D. 
anil the fractious Donau. The last named Was 
away in front and held the lead until tlie begin- 
ning of the homestretch, when Raleigh P. D. over- 
hauled him and a sixteenth of a mile out led by 
half a length with the other three heads apart and 
Princess Callaway running fastest of all. Fifty 
yards from tin* finish Raleigh P. D. swerved from 
flu* middle of the track tp the inner rail and Prin- 
cess Callaway, running near the outside, was gen- 
erally thought to have finished first by fully a neck 
if not more. Judge Ttiomas Clay said he was satis- 
fied that Raleigh P. I). had won by a nose and so 
placed him first. Princess Callaway second and 
Donau third. Secretary G. D. Wilson aud Racing 
Secretary Will Shelley, who were in the judges' 
stand, agriM*d with Captain Clay that Raleigh P. D. 
had won. President Catesby Woodford was also in 
the judges’ stand, and he was of the opinion that 
Princess Callaway had won. The decision was ac 
cepteii without demonstration, though u number of 
the presiding judge's friends informed him that 
they were of the opinion that he had made a mis- 
take. Whether Captain Clay is correct or incor- 
rect, there is no man who was 011 the race track 
today who could have cause to doubt his integrity 
and honesty of purpose, and it is this knowledge 
of liis fairness that prevented a demonstration. 

Tlie race for gentlemen riders, which ramp third 
on the card, was an event that caused the society 
folk to flock to the course in large numbers.
